warm heart and great firmness und decision 
of character, ‘Gcnoral Gordon ia the yoing- 
est of three sons, the eldest of whom is 
General Sir Henry Gordon, K.C.B., late 
Commissary-General of Ordnmece, Royal 
Arsenal ; the second is Genoral Samuel 
Gordon,-Royal: Artillory, late President df 
the Ordnance Select Committes. General 
Gordon's youthful companions nover sup- 
posed he would nmke. any particular mark 
In life, “He was considered: to be too un- 
obtrusive in nature to accomplish great 
things.’ His manner was quict and sedate. 
“His lessons at sehool were always well 
learnt. “He gave notronble to his tutors, and 
never got into youthfulscrapes. Ho passed 
inte the Royal Military Academy at Wuol- 
wich, protty high up on tho list of candidates 
for examination, and afterwarda came out 
nearly at the head.of his class, receiving in 
consequences a commission in. ‘the Royal 
Engincers, He is now about fifty-two or 
fifty-three ycars of ago, and therefore ‘in 
tho very prime of life and in tho fullest 
vigour of his intollect.. He possesses tho 
ripe judyment-of a man who has matured 
it by a deop study of dificult problems in 
the affairs of State. After-the siega of 
Sebastopol, at which he was present, -he 
was chosen as one of the deliminators of 
tho Turkish boundarics, It was in this 
post that. he attracted attention. by his 
remarkable power of memory and his 
aptitude for grasping@gtails, which cuntled 
him to give accurate decisions upyn_points.at 
issuc, He was sent ty China in the ordinary 
conrse ofduty, Here he Jeatut the Chitese 
language and became ucquainted with im- 
‘portant Chinese oficials, amongst them be- 
ing the General-iu-Chief of the Imperial 
forces. He was sclectud as a British 
officer of known ability, though se young a 
man, to commund the Chinese arnay destin- 
ed-to_crush the Taeping robellion against 
the Emperors anthority. His power of 
organisation and his brilliant success ah. 
tained for him the Emperor's high favour 
and the grado of a Mandarin of the highest 
class, and tho position of Gonoral in the 
Chinese service, So groat was the admira- 
tion wronght in the minds. of Orientals of 
every degree, and the esteem he gained 
amongst Europeans, for his excellent quali- 
tics whilo in the service of the Emperor of 
Chinn, that ho was’ thonecforward known 
by a title that seemed to have been con- 
ferred upon him by almost universal con- 
sont. ‘'Phis was “‘ Chinese”’ Gordon, 2 title 
which has become a houschold: name 
throughout cvery civilised and oven through.

Harbour oxperiments with tho re-dis- 
covered invention of casting oil, upon the 
waves aro ueoful, but experiments. at sea 
and in the midst of a raging storm are yet 
more instructive. “Therefore, tho following 
communication from an officer in the mer- 
cantile marine will be read. with great 


interest ;— 
g joa in the Southern Ocean, in Int. 41 deg. 
.y long, 62 deg. E., or what aro known 
as.the ‘roaring forties,’. that we first tried 
the effect of oil upon a following sea. The 
oil used was ordinary engine-room vil. (Tt 
was placed im cone-shaped bags made of 
atrong canvas; with a roping round the 
adams." Theso bags were“ cightcen inches 
long by a foot at tho base, and held from 
a gallon to a gallon and a half of oil; and 
an they were towed on the sea, the oil onzed 
gradually out through the pores of the 
canvas. They were towed, pointed end 
first, one,over each quarter; or at times, 
when the wind shifted a little, ono waa 
towed from 2, boat's mast rigged over the 
weather-rail. 
bduard for tivo days, and were refilled four 
times. The weather centered in-the log 
during that time was, ‘Strung pales, with 
mountainous sea and terrilio squalls ; ship 
Uattened down fore and aft.’,: The offect 
of the oil was wonderful. Inatead of huge 
breakers threatening every moment to 
sweop the degks, the seas were compara- 
tively smooth, giving us only the rolling 
aswell to contend with. It is not ensy to 
say at any time what the waves might have 
done ; and I cannot tell. you that any pur- 
ticular sea was actually stopped coming on 
board by the oil we ‘shed, - It is certain, 
however, that the cil:smoothed down all 
the crests. of tho seus, and that the ship 
was much drier during tho oxporiment, 
though the sea ran higher than before, - 
From scudding i the Sonthern Ocean tq 
lying head to sea in a hurricane off the 
Eddystone is a considerable change ; but it 
was thus that a second experiment was 
made. On the morning of tho 26th of 
Jonuary, whon wo Ieft “Plymouth, the woa- 
ther looked very bad. 1 seldoin remember 
such weather in the Chops of the Channel. 
The glass dropped half an inch in two hours, 
from ten till nean ; and ié continued to fall 
until it reached 28,68, of 6 p.m., when, 
being more or Jess upon a. leo shore; we 
had to keep her going against it..
